HOW STUDENTS 


SPEND MONEY. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW HAVEN, March 6— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.) Statis- 
tiles concerning the expenditures 
of Yale students were made 
‘public today by Prof. William 
B. Bailey of the Department 
of Political Economy, who ob- 
tained his data from five hun- 
dred students, and considers 
that a fair average is reached. 

The wealthiest students are 
shown to spend eighteen times 
as much on pleasure and eighty- 
‘two times as much on tobacco 
and intoxicants as the poorest 
students. They spend more for 
drinking and wmoking than for 
room rent and furniture. 

Statistics show that honor men 
at Yale spend only one-quarter 
for drinking and smoking that 
low-standard men do, Wealthy 
students are lavish with gifts, 
but give little proportionately 
to charity. They spend more 
on intoxicants than on tobacco 
and liberally patranize theaters. 
The pipe is the favorite with 
Yale smokers, and for every dol- 
lar spent by the poorest stu- 
dents, the wealthiest spend 
$3.43. Men who spend $2000 a 
year devote 25 per cent. of 
the expenditure to clothes. Those 
inj the $500 class spend 6 per 
eent. for clothes.

STORMS LEAVE NO ROAD TO SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


Pope-Hartford-Oidsmobile Contest 
Will Have to Wait Until Miles of 
Lest Highways Are Found Again. 
Pathfinding Car Has Fearful Time 
in Monday's Storm. 


The Los Angeles to San Francisco 
automobile race between the Pope- 
Hartford and the Oldsmobile, ar- 


postponed, as miles and miles of the 
valley route road have disappeared 
since Monday morning. 

The valley route was chosen on ac- 
count of the coast road being closed 
up by the last big storm. Last week 
the Oldsmobile managed to get 
through on the interior route in five 
days, and last Monday morning the

Palmdale was reached by early after- 
noon, though the Pope-Hartford had 
already forded thirty-six streams, 
some of which were fifty yards wide 
and a foot or 4 deep. 

At Palmdale the Water stood In small 
lakes on the desert, but the road 
toward Elizabeth Lake was found 
passable until within four miles of 
the lake, where there was no bottom 
to the adobe, and the automobile sank 
until it could go no deeper. The 200 
feet of tackle and cables were got 
into play, but there was no solid 
ground to anchor to, and a passing 
team could not get the car out with 
the help of the six men. Two 
of mules were obtained, and also Um- 
bers to build a platform, so that the 
car could be slid out of the marsh. 
At the end of four hours the car was 
saved. 

Halt a mile farther on the water 
flooded the roads so that wagons had 
to take to the hills to get by, so Bert 
Dingley and his companions, who had 
not been disturbed by the steady rain, 
had to turn dack or sink in the adobe 
and waters. All the streams were ne- 
gotiated on the road through the Le- 
onas Valley back to Palmdale, and 


through, hungry and well tired out, 
besides being about half frozen. 
Tuesday the party started back for 
Los Angeles, but the heavy rains of 
Monday night had wollen the little 
streams and soaked the roads more 
than Mesers. Dingley. Gates, Adair 
and Cowan bargained for, and it was 
necessary to use shovels, picks, ropes 
and all their strength frequently, un- 
til midafternoon, when the Pope-Hart- 
ford was stood on end for four hours. 
After damming two streams and 
changing the course of a torrent, it 
was possible to dig the car out, and, 
fortunately, nothing was broken. A 
mile farther, the road again disap- 
peared in a mountain stream, and so 
it was thought best to run the Pope- 
Hartford onto high ground and leave 
it there until the streams go Jown. 
Bert Dingley and his companions 
then hiked with their baggage half 
the night, fording fifteen streams and 
finally finding a bee-keeper’s cabin to 
sleep in. Yesterday, by alternately 
walking and securing horses, they 
finally reached the San Fernando road 
this sidé of the Tejunga washes, where 
Capt. H. D. Ryus wag waiting for 
them in his automobile.

DAKOTA SEEMS DOOMED. 


Great Northern Liner Wrecked Near 
Yokohama Exposed t. Elements. 
May Soon Be Abandoned. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 
YOKOHAMA, March 6.—The position 
of the wreck of the Great Northern 
liner Dakota, which ran ashore March 
3, forty miles from Yokohama, is re- 
ported to be unchanged today.

The vessel is 
exposed both to wind and wave, which 
apparently must soon result in her 
total abandonment.

The crew were paid off and 
discharged today at the office of the 
American Consul. 
Underwriters today made another 
trip to the scene, taking several 
divers with them, but on their return 
confirmed the previous reports that 
salvage operations are impossible on 
account of the roughness of the sea. A 
number of sacks of mall have been 
washed ashore.

TURKEY AND JAPAN 
ARE QUARRELING. 


[From the Washingten Post.] 


Sultan = ul Hamid has fall- 
en foul 4 the Mikado. For 
the present the relations between 


the two polygamous courts of Tokio 
and of Constantinople are decidedly 
strained, and all the efforts to convert 
Emperor Mutsuhito and his people to 
Islam have been suspended for the 
nonee. Each of these two Oriental mon- 
archs complains of having been griev- 
ously insulted by the other and it is 
by no means impossible that we may 
hear at an early date of some Japa- 
nese battleship sailing up through the 
Dardanelies, and training their huge 
guns on the Yildiz Kiosk, and present- 
ing an ultimatum to the Padishah. Nor 
would the other foreign powers be able 
to object. since Japan is not a y 
to the international agreement bind- 
ing its signatories from permitting any 
of their warships to enter the Darda- 
nelles. 

There is but little danger, on the 
other hand, of any appearance in Jap- 
anese waters of Ottoman cruisers, for 
the last occasion on which the Sul- 
tan dispatched one of his men-of-war 
to Japan for the pu of convey- 
ing a special embassy to the Mikado, 
the machinery broke down en route, 
and it got stuck half way for want 
of fuel, none of the coal merchants at 
the ports where it touched being will- 
ing to supply coal on credit, and 
neither the commander nor the ambas- 
sador having sufficient money to pur- 
chase it for cash. 


— 
Dispute Over Capitulations. 

The quarrel between the Sultan and 
the Mikado is a rather amusing one. 
It is on the subject of what are known 
as capitulations. The United States 
and other Christian powers enjoy ex- 
territorial rights and prerogatives in 
Turkey—that is to say, their citizens 
are exempt from the jurisdiction of 
the Ottoman tribunals, and amenable 
only to courts presided over by their, 
own consular officials. This means that 
the Christian powers regard Turkey 
and those other Oriental countrics 
where capitulations are in force as 
barbarous states, and as not sufficient 


them to exercise any authority, lea! 
or otherwise, over foreigners. In fact. 
the standard works of international 
law mention the doctrine as applying 
to not only Turkey. but also to China, 
Persia, Morocco and other barbaric po- 
litical communities.” Untila few yeara 
ago Japan was included in this list of 
“barbaric communities,” but hecoming 
alive to the humillation which its ex 
istence implied, manared by dint of 
a great deal of diplomacy to eman-t- 
pate hersedf from this foreign imperium 
in her tmperio, and today the furisdic- 
tion of her courts extends over all 
forpigners within her borders. aliens 
having no longer any ¢x-territorial 
rights, and the consular tribunals hav- 
Ing been abolished. : 

It is to Unele Sam. by the by, that 
Japan is chiefly indebted for this man 
cipation from the derogatory obliga- 
tions imposed upon other non-Chris- 
tian states, which places her on ‘the 
level of the civilized powers. a fact 
which her people would do well to bear 
in mind at the present moment. 

— 


Turkey's Prestige at Stake. 


With a complete disregard of che ar- 
guments which she put forward as to 
the humiliating nature of the capitula- 
tions, Japan now insists in imposing 
them, as far as her subject« are con- 
cerned, upon Tyrkey. The Mikado de- 
mands, in the most peremptory man- 
ner, the same rights and prerogatives 
as those enjoyed in the Ottoman Em- 
pire by Great Britain, France, the 
United States and other Christian pow- 
ers. The Sultan will not hear of mak- 
ing any such concessics to Emperor 
Muteuhito. He bitterly resents the 
presence of the foreign consular courts 
in his dominions and the Immunity 
of foreigners living in his dominions 
from his authority itmposed upon 
him. by treaty obligations of anctent 
date, and he has not the slightest M- 
tention of subjectings hintself to any 
further indignities of the kind, least 
of all by a monarch whe is Ortental. 
non-Christian, and polygamous like 
himself, namely the Emperor of Ja- 
pan, whose domestic arrangements are 
very much the same as his own. a 
vast harem forming part and parce! of 
the imperial household at Tokio. On 
the other hand, the Mikado sees in the 
attitude of the Sultan in the affair a 
refusal to acknowledge the pretension. 
of Japan to be one of the great powers 
of the world, on the level of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany. the United States, ete.
